BRITISH INDIA 
CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS OF UNITED KINGDOM TRADE 


The year 1933-34, so far as internal conditions in 
India were concerned, would have been a favourable 
one but for the continued effect of those world-wide 
forces which maintained commodity prices at a very 
low level, restricted the markets for India’s produce 
and continued to depress the purchasing power of the 
people. 

Even so, *writes H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner 
in India and Ceylon, there were signs, taking the year 
as a whole, of some slight recovery, which would have 
been greater but for the factors referred to above, over 
which India has no control. 

The rise of 5 per cent. which occurred in India’s 
import trade in 1982-83 was not sustained, and the 
value of imports in 1983-34 fell by Rs. 17 crores, or 
13 per cent., to Rs. 115 crores, the lowest figure re- 
corded during the present depression and less than half 
the volume of 1929-30. In imports from Japan there 
was a fall from Rs. 20} crores to Rs. 16} crores, in- 
cluding a decline of no less than Rs. 34 crores in 
cotton piece-goods and Rs. 1} crores in artificial silk 
fabrics. From Germany, total imports fell from 
Rs. 103 crores to Rs. 9 crores, mainly owing to dis- 
placement by Japan in the cheap bazaar trades such as 
hardware, glassware, earthenware, etc., and partly on 
account of competition from the United Kingdom

assisted by the Ottawa Preferences. Arrivals from the 
United States slumped heavily from Rs. 11 crores to 
Rs. 7 crores, largely owing to a reduction in the takings 
of raw cotton amounting to over Rs. 3 crores. Imports 
from Java (mainly sugar) fell further from Rs. 3} 
crores to Rs. 2} crores, and those from Belgium from 
Rs. 34 crores to Rs. 24 crores owing to the contraction 
in steel imports. Italy also suffered from the high 
import duties on textiles, total imports from that 
country receding from Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs. 


MAINTENANCE OF IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KiInGDOM 


It is satisfactory to record that imports from the 
United Kingdom were remarkably well maintained in 
face of a combination of adverse factors. The actual 
decline was from Rs. 48? crores to Rs. 474 crores, not- 
withstanding a fall of nearly Rs. 34 crores in the 
imports of United Kingdom cotton piece-goods, while 
the percentage share of total imports rose from 87 to 
over 41. This improvement in the United Kingdom 
position may, to some extent, be attributed to the 
beneficial effects of the Ottawa Preferences overt a wide 
range of miscellaneous but highly competitive trades. 


The political sky is clearer than it has been for many 
years, and the racial feelings which were the aftermath 
of the boycott campaign have been replaced by a 
growing recognition of the value of the British connec 
tion. The realisation of the favourable results to India 


of the Ottawa Trade Agreements and the visits to

India of delegations from the United Kingdom cotton 
and steel industries have materially contributed to this 
better feeling, which finds its outstanding manifesta- 
tion in the Clare Lees-Mody pact between the cotton 
industries of the two countries. 


This first essay in industrial co-operation will, it is 
hoped, shortly be followed by a similar rapprochement 
between the British and Indian iron and steel indus- 
tries. The industrialists in both countries are at last 
realising that the interests of all parties can best be 
served by substituting a progressive spirit of co-opera- 
tion and mutual understanding for the old attitude of 
suspicion and distrust. The stimulus which this move- 
ment may be expected to exercise on the import trade 
is incalculable. As the late Finance Member stated in 
his Budget speech ‘‘ there is, on the whole, a more 
optimistic feeling in the main business centres than 
was the case last year.’’ 


On the other hand, there are many obstacles in the 
path of a material increase in the volume of imports, 
and in the near future, at least, United Kingdom indus- 
tries will have to rely on the combined effects of pre- 
ferential duties and industrial co-operation to enable 
them to secure, at the expense of other overseas com- 
petitors, a greater share of a limited market. The 
benefits of the preferential duties may be expected to 
increase as purchasing power revives. The advantages 
to be derived from complementary agreements between 
industries in India and the United Kingdom, operating 
within the framework of the Indian tariff, should be 
equally marked. 


Such industrial co-operation would not only regulate 
and improve Indian market conditions for both parties 
without detriment to the consumer, but would ensure 
that the United Kingdom industry concerned would 
enjoy an increased share of the market’s requirements 
surplus to Indian production. Further benefits would 
be obtained from the co-operation of the United King- 
dom organisations, with their technical experience and 
knowledge of world-wide conditions, and Indian indus- 
tries, with their knowledge of local conditions, in 
research work with the object of stimulating the con- 
sumption of their products by creating fresh outlets 
and uses for them and by joint effort to develop back- 
ward sections of the market and promote entirely new 
consumptive demand. 


ForEIGN COMPETITION 


Japanese Competition.—After the remarkable in- 
crease of Japanese imports by 50 per cent. in 1932-33, 
the year of the fall in the yen exchange, the reduction 
by 20 per cent. from Rs. 20 crores to Rs. 16 crores last 
year came as an anti-climax. It must be attributed in 
the main to the increased import duties on foreign 
piece-goods imposed by the Government of India with 
the specific object of protecting certain Indian indus- 
tries against Japanese competition, which threatened 
them with extinction. In June, 1933, the Government 
of India, by notification under Section 3 (5) of the 
Indian Tariff Act raised the duties on piece-goods of 
non-British origin from 50 per cent. to 75 per cent., 
and these duties remained in force until, in accordance 
with the terms of the Indo-Japanese Agreement, they 
were lowered to 50 per cent. in January, 1984. This 
checked to some extent the influx of such great quan- 
tities of Japanese cotton piece-goods. From Decem- 
ber 23, 1933, by virtue of the Indian Tariff (Amend- 
ment) Act, minimum specific duties were'imposed on a 
number of articles of non-British origin, which included 
boots and shoes, certain chemicals, cotton and woollen 
hosiery, woollen fabrics, paints, soap, certain items of 
electrical and domestic porcelain and earthenware, cer- 
tain items of glassware, hardened fish and whaleoil, cast- 
iron pipes, and umbrellas. These duties were pitched 
at rates which were intended to restore Japanese prices 
to the leve] existing before the depreciation of the yen, 
and there is little doubt that they have checked to 
some extent the import from Japan of these items, 
although Japanese prices have not been increased to 
the extent that was anticipated. Japanese competition

is becoming acute in a constantly widening range of 
items. Thé onslaught on the woollen trade is of very 
recent growth, but in spite of the specific minimum 
duty of 18 annas per lb., shipments are increasing from 
month to month and Japanese cloths are rapidly dis- 
placing some of the best-known Bradford and Con- 
tinental qualities. Similarly, in chemicals, the threat 
to the position of existing suppliers is becoming more 
serious and is likely to continue. 


Competition by the United States.—The effects of 
an adverse rate of exchange, coupled with the general 
reduction in imports, caused a contraction in the im- 
ports from the United States from Rs. 15 crores in 
1930-31 to Rs. 18 crores in 1931-32, Rs. 11 crores in 
1932-33, and Rs. 7 crores in the year under review. 
The fall in the external value of the dollar to the old 
par rate in May-June-July, 1933, and its subsequent 
further decline to 5-46 to the pound in November, 
1983, gave a stimulus to United States exports in the 
latter half of the fiscal year, which is reflected in the 
import returns during recent months. Now that the 
dollar has for some time been comparatively stable 
round about 5-05 to the pound, this competition is 
becoming keener. Up to the end of 1983, the position 
was complicated by several factors, but this temporary 
phase, however, has now passed, and the last few 
months have witnessed a revival of United States com- 
petition, notably in respect of motor vehicles, tyres, 
machinery, hardware and tools, instruments and appa- 
ratus and chemicals. 


German Competition—Germany has _ suffered 
severely from the competition of Japanese goods, which 
are invading all the bazaar trades that were formerly 
the preserve of the Hamburg shipping merchant. She 
has also been affected to a much lesser extent by keener 
competition from United Kingdom goods aided by the 
preferential duties. Thus, her trade in hardware 
declined from Rs. 108 lakhs to Rs. 86 lakhs, yellow 
metal sheets from Rs. 72 lakhs to Rs. 47 lakhs, iron 
and steel from Rs. 42 lakhs to Rs. 87 lakhs, chemicals 
from Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 34 lakhs, instruments and 
appliances from Rs. 65 lakhs to Rs. 56 lakhs, rubber 
manufactures from Rs. 15 lakhs to Rs. 9 lakhs, and 


. woollen goods from Rs. 24 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs. The 


effects of the differential duties on textiles of non- 
British origin have reduced imports from Germany in 
almost every item. On the other hand, arrivals of 
machinery rose from Rs. 98 lakhs to Rs. 132 lakhs 
owing to the boom in sugar machinery, while imports 
of German dyestuffs remained constant at Rs.. 136 
lakhs as a result of a firmly entrenched position and 
price agreements. Notwithstanding Germany’s adher- 
ence to the gold standard, the desperate efforts of 
German exporters to retain their overseas markets 
prompt them to quote rates for export which cannot 
possibly be related to the true costs of production, and 
with which United Kingdom shipping merchants, even 
with the advantages of the depreciation in sterling and 
the preferential duties, find it difficult to compete. 


Belgian Competition.—The reduction in imports 
from Belgium is accounted for by a drop in her ship- 
ments of iron and steel from 104,000 tors to 72,000 tons 
and from Re. 123 lakhs to Rs. 84 lakhs in value. The 
reduction was most marked in the case of galvanised 
sheets, now subject to special preferential duties which 
are gradually ousting the Belgian product. Imports of 
precious stones also fell from Rs. 69 lakhs to Rs. 55 
lakhs, and glassware (mainly window glass) from Rs. 15 
lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs. Arrivals of Belgian machinery 
rose from Rs. 39 lakhs to Rs. 43 lakhs as a result of 
contracts for sugar plant. It is always difficult to 
assess the true value of Belgian trade, as considerable 
quantities of German, Dutch and French merchandise 
are shipped from Antwerp and appear in the returns as 
being of Belgian origin. 


Italian Competition.—Italian shipments during the 
year fell from Rs, 394 lakhs to Rs. 291 lakhs, owing 
mainly to the considerable increase in the import duties 
on all foreign textiles, which was intended to check 
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Japanese imports, but which, owing to the need for 
maintaining most-favoured-nation treatment, had to be 
applied to the goods of all non-British countries. Im, 
ports from Italy of cotton piece-goods fell from Rs. 22 
lakhs to Rs. 2 lakhs, woollen manufactures from Rs. 75 
lakhs to Rs. 61 lakhs, artificial silk yarn from Rs. 48 
lakhs to Rs. 37 lakhs, silk manufactures from Rs. 24 
lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs, and cotton and artificial silk 
mixtures from Rs. 22 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs. The 
reduction in the general level of the duties on cotton 
piece-goods to 50 per cent. and the further reduction 
in the case of such Italian specialities assateens, velvets 
and velveteens to 35 per cent. will, it is hoped, reduce 
the burden on the Italian shipper. Apart from textiles, 
Italian trade was fairly well maintained during the 
year. 





Export TRADE 


The expansion of Rs. 14 crores in 1933-34 from the 
record low level of 1932-33 is attributable partly to 
the slight rise in the price level and particularly to the 
striking advance in the price of tea, but also to the 
shipment of increased quantities of the principal items, 
mainly to the United Kingdom. 


Exports to the United Kingdom rose from Rs. 37 
crores to Rs. 464 crores, an advance of no less than 
Rs. 9} crores, or 25 per cent. Expressed as a per- 
centage of India’s total exports, the United Kingdom 
shares rose from 27-9 to 31:8. Within the brief space 
of five years, the United Kingdom percentage of India’s 
exports has risen from 20-9 in 1928-29 to 31-8 last year, 
an advance of 12 points. 


This remarkable result is due, firstly, to the fact that 
India’s entry into that great market remains untram- 
melled by quotas, exchange restrictions and the count- 
less other barriers raised by many countries with the 
object of reducing their imports, and, secondly, to the 
benefits accruing from the preferences enjoyed by India 
as a result of the Ottawa Trade Agreement. 
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In Chapter III to H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner’s 
Report will be found a careful assessment of the results 
of the first year’s working of the Ottawa Agreement, 
It is appropriate here, however, to lay stress on the 
great advantage which India has enjoyed by securing 
free entry into the greatest consuming market in the 
world—in fact, the only large open market which, at 
the present time not only does not place obstacles or 
levy duties on India’s exports, but encourages the 
development of her trade and co-operates whole. 
heartedly with Indian exporters in the extension of it, 
The value to India of the British connection will be the 
more readily appreciated if one studies conditions on 
the Continent of Europe. 


It is not surprising that Indian exporters were only 
too glad to cultivate the United Kingdom market, 
which welcomed their products, in striking contrast 
with the treatment they received elsewhere. The 
strenuous efforts which are being made by the Lanca 
shire Indian Cotton Committee, with the active co- 
operation of all sections of the Lancashire cotton in- 
dustry, to encourage the use of Indian cotton are 
referred to at length in the Report. It will suffice here 
to mention that in 1932-33 Indian cotton represented 
4 per cent. of Lancashire’s total consumption from all 
sources, whereas, in 1983-34, the figure had doubled at 
8 per cent. It is not too much to expect that, within 
three or four years, Lancashire will be consuming a 
minimum of 500,000 bales of Indian cotton per annum, 


Exports to the United States rose from Rs. 10 crores 
in 1932-33 to Rs. 14 crores in 1933-34, those to 
Germany from Rs. 8} crores to Rs. 94 crores, to Italy 
from Rs. 5 crores to Rs. 6 crores, and to Belgium from 
Rs. 4 crores to Rs. 44 crores. On the other hand, 
shipments to Japan fell from Rs. 14 crores to Rs. 12} 
crores (largely owing to reduced takings of raw cotton 
as a result of the boycott), to Holland from Rs. 4 crores 
to Rs. 34 crores, to France from Rs. 8 crores to Rs. 7 
crores, and to South America from Rs. 34 crores to 
Rs. 3} crores.

The average of the rates for French francs in London 
in the week ended December 1 represented a deprecia- 
tion in the value of the pound sterling of 89-0 per cent. 
as compared with the closing rate on September 19, 
1931. Comparing the same periods, lire, Swiss francs, 
belgas, Dutch florins and reichsmarks represented a 
depreciation in the value of the pound ranging from 37-1 
to 39-6 per cent., while in the case of Czechoslovak 
crowns the-depreciation was 27:3 per cent. Sterling 
declined in value in terms of the gold standard curren- 
cies throughout December; on balance the pound de- 
preciated by about 1 per cent. during the month, over 
half the movement occurring during the first week. 


The London rates for the Argentine peso and for the 
three Scandinavian currencies remained unchanged 
throughout the month. 


The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended December 1 represented an 
appreciation in the value of the pound sterling of 2-6 per 
cent. as compared with the closing rate on Septem- 
ber 19, 1981. The dollar moved in much the same 
manner as the gold standard currencies during Decem- 
ber, as did also the Spanish peseta, the pound de-

The London rates on Montreal showed a depreciation 
of sterling in the week ended December 1 of 1-7 per 
cent. as compared with the closing rate on Septem- 
ber 19, 19381. There was a slight movement against 
sterling during the week ended December 8, followed 
by some improvement in the value of the pound during 


.the rest of the month; on balance the pound appreciated

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declined in value by about 84 to 44 per cent. during 
January, and except in comparison with the Czecho- 
slovak crown, there was a further appreciable deciine 
in February. The gold content of the Czechoslovak 
crown was reduced by one-sixth on February 19, this 
devaluation causing the sterling rate to appreciate by 
about 16 per cent. During March rates moved in 
favour of the pound, but in each of the four succeeding 
months sterling was weaker except in relation to 
reichsmarks, During August sterling showed a marked 
depreciation, losing about 4 per cent. as quoted in 
reichsmarks and about 2} per cent. as compared with 
each of the other six currencies. Rates at the end of 
September were substantially unchanged from those 
of the previous month, except in the case of reichs- 
marks, which appreciated in terms of sterling by a 
further 2 per cent. There was a definite movement 
against sterling in the first half of October, the quota- 
tion for the pound touching a new low record in rela- 
tion to the French frane of 733 on October 9. For the 
next month there was a marked improvement in the 
pound, but after the middle of November sterling 
Was again weak, the closing quotation of the year for 
French francs being 74%} to the pound. The relative 
value of sterling in terms of five of the gold currencies 
mentioned was between 6} and 7 per cent. less at the 
end of December, 1934, than a year earlier. In terms 
of lire the decline was only 4:8 per cent., while sterling 
appreciated in relation to the Czechoslovak crown by 
5-0 per cent. 





The London exchange rates for the Argentine peso 
and for the three Scandinavian currencies remained 
practically unchanged throughout the year. 


The United States dollar rates showed the pound 
sterling to be at a premium ranging from 2 to nearly 
6 per cent. throughout 1934, as compared with the rate 
on September 19, 1931. After a marked movement in 
favour of the dollar during January, its gold content 
was reduced below the existing level on February 1, 
resulting in a decline in the dollar in relation to 
sterling during each of the next three months. During 
May-September sterling declined, but showed a slight 
improvement during the next two months, followed 
by a decline during December. At the end of Decem- 
ber the pound was at a premium of 1-7 per cent. as 
compared with a premium of 5-5 per cent. a year 
earlier. 


As regards Canadian dollars, the exchange move- 
ment in relation to sterling corresponded roughly with 
that of the United States dollar. At the commence- 
ment of the year the margin between the Canadian and 
United States dollar was 2 per cent. in favour of the 
former; this narrowed to 1 per cent. at the end of 
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January and February, and was again 1 per cent. at 
the end of May. Subsequently the margin widened to 
about 4 per cent., and in relation to sterling the Cana- 
dian dollar was at a small premium at the end of 
August and during the remaining months of the year, 
At the end of December the rate showed the pound to 
be at a discount of 0-6 per cent. as compared with a 
premium of 3-5 per cent. at the end of December, 1933, 


The movements of the Spanish peseta in relation to 
sterling corresponded closely with those of the French 
franc throughout the year. As regards the yen, the 
exchange moved between relatively narrow limits in 
1934, and the rate at the end of December showed the 
pound to be at a premium of 744 per cent., as compared 
with a premium of 68} per cent. a year earlier, Sep- 
tember being the month in which the bulk of this 
movement occurred. 


The movements of the leading rates of exchange in 
Paris at the end of each month of 1934, calculated in 
percentages of gold parity (relative value of foreign 
currency to the French franc), are given below. The 
rates on which the percentages have been calculated 
are those given in *‘ Le Bulletin.’’ 


In comparison with the French franc, the rates in 
Paris for belgas, Dutch florins and Swiss francs showed 
little variation during 1934, quotations for these cur- 
rencies being within about one-half of one per cent. 
of parity at the end of each month. The lira, which 
was quoted at a rate slightly below parity at the begin- 
ning of the year, declined steadily to a rate showing 
a discount of over 4 per cent. at the end of April; during 
the remainder of the year end of the month quotations 
showed the lira to be at a discount of between 3 and 4 
per cent. 


The pound sterling was quoted at a discount of nearly 
38 per cent. at the end of December, 1933, or 36 per 
cent. at the end of January, 1984, and of between 37 
and 38} per cent. during the next six months. At the 
end of August and September the pound was at a dis- 
count of about 40 per cent., and after some improve- 
ment during the two following months fell again to 
about 40 per cent. below gold parity at the end of the 
year. 


The United States dollar was at a discount of nearly 
36 per cent. at the end of December, 1933, and subse- 
quently declined in value in comparison with the 
French france to 41 per cent. below parity at the end 
of April. During the remaining months of the year 
the dollar showed comparatively little fluctuation in 
relation to the French franc; the rate at the end of the 
year represented a discount of nearly 41 per cent. 
Spanish pesetas were at a discount of about 58 per 
cent. throughout the year.

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SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN NOVEMBER 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during Novem- 
ber, 1934, with cargo for discharge at the port of 
arrival was 6,670,000 tons, or 222,000 tons (3-4 per 
cent.) more than in November, 1933. Increases were 
recorded in the arrivals with cargo from eight of the 
thirteen trading areas specified in the returns, the 
largest being in respect of ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ ‘‘ South America 
—Atlantic Coast,’’ ‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the 
Pacific,’”’ and ‘‘ West and South Africa.’’ The in- 
creases for the two first-named areas may be asso- 
ciated respectively with greater shipments of iron ore 
from Algeria and Spain, and of wheat and maize from 
the Argentine. There was also a substantial increase 
in the tonnage that arrived with cargo from ‘‘ North 
America—Pacific Coast.’’ Important reductions were 
shown for ‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean Coun- 
tries ’’ and Australasia, due mainly to the absence of 
any shipments of grain from Russian Black Sea ports 
and to reduced shipments from Australia. As regards 
the nationalities of the vessels concerned, British ton- 
nage was higher by 87,000 tons (2 per cent.), Nor- 
wegian by 47,000 tons (14 per cent.), United States 
and Dutch tonnages by 31,000 tons (11 per cent.) and 
16,000 tons (6 per cent.), respectively, and the tonnage 
of vessels of ‘* Other Nationalities ’’ by 78,000 tons 
(8 per cent.), Finnish and Danish tonnage contri- 
buting largely to the last-mentioned increase. German 
tonnage was less by 29,000 tons (9 per cent.). About 
61 per cent. of the net tonnage that arrived with cargo 
was British in November, 1934, as compared with 
62 per cent. in November, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2,467,000 tons, being 86,000 tons (3-4 per cent.) less 
than the total for November, 1938. British tonnage 
increased by 25,000 tons (2 per cent.), but Dutch, Nor- 
wegian and French tonnages were less by 67,000 tons 
(48 per cent.), 36,000 tons (25 per cent.) and 10,000 
tons (6 per cent.), respectively. The British proportion 
of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was 64 per 
cent. in November, 1934, as against 61 per cent. in 
November, 1933, while of the total British tonnage 
that arrived, about 28 per cent. was in ballast in both 
years. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
November, 1934, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad was 5,645,000 tons, or 163,000 tons 
(3 per cent.) more than a year earlier. A substantial 
increase was shown in the departures with cargo for 
“ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ and there was 
also a large increase in respect of “‘ North America— 
Atlantic Coast.’’ Smaller increases were recorded for 
six of the remaining areas. There was a large propor- 
tionate decline for ‘‘ West Indies and Central America 
(Atlantic Coast),’’ while the only other decrease of im- 
portance was in respect of ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign).’’ British tonnage increased by 217,000 tons 
(6 per cent.) and United States tonnage by 55,000 tons 
(46 per cent.), while Norwegian, Dutch and German 
tonnages declined by 45,000 tons (18 per cent.), 42,000 
tons (19 per cent.), and 36,000 tons (13 per cent.), re- 
spectively. About 64 per cent. of the tonnage that 
departed with cargo was British in November, 1934, as 
compared with 62 per cent. in November, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,610,000 tons, being 124,000 tons (3°3 per 
cent.), less than the total for November, 1933. British 
tonnage declined by 110,000 tons (5 per cent.), French 
by 27,000 tons (23 per cent.) and Dutch by 18,000 tons 





(9 per cent.), while Norwegian and German tonnages 
increased by 48,000 tons (19 per cent.) and 35,000 tons 
(17 per cent.), respectively. The British proportion of 
the net tonnage that departed in ballast was 58 per 
cent. in November, 1934, and 59 per cent. in Novem- 
ber, 1933, while of the total British tonnage that 
departed, 36 per cent. was in ballast in the later and 
39 per cent. in the earlier period. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the 
principal ports of the United Kingdom, distinguishing 
the nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 8. 
The principal tonnage (and percentage) increases and 
decreases at the chief ports, as compared with Novem-

America. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures with cargo in the coasting trade decreased 
by 0°4 per cent. (9,000 tons) and 0-7 per cent. (16,000 
tons), respectively. An increase of 2:3 per cent. 
(54,000 tons) in the arrivals and a decrease of 1°2 per 
cent. (29,000 tons) in the departures were recorded in 
respect of the tonnage of vessels in ballast. The prin-

EMPIRE LEAD AND ZINC 
MARKETING IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The following correspondence has passed between 
the President of the Board of Trade and the Chairman 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee regarding 
the existing arrangements for marketing Empire lead 
and zinc in the United Kingdom : — 


December 20, 1934. 
My Dear May, 

A question has arisen on which I should be glad of the 
advice of your Committee. 

Some of the Agreements concluded at the Imperial 
Economic Conference at Ottawa provide that His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom may remove the 
general ad valorem duty on lead and zinc, if at any time 


- Empire producers are unable or unwilling to offer these 


metals on first sale in the United Kingdom at prices not 
exceeding world prices and in quantities sufficient to supply 
the requirements of the United Kingdom consumers. 

I understand that in recent years consumers have, in 
general, bought their supplies of lead and zinc direct from 
Empire producers at the prices quoted on the London Metal 
Exchange for foreign metal, with appropriate premiums for 
metal of higher quality. The producers have recently repre- 
sented to the Government that this arrangement has had a 
depressing effect on London Metal Exchange prices 
inasmuch as the quoted price for foreign metal is not a 
‘‘real’’ price. They have expressed the opinion that the 
spirit of the Ottawa Agreement would be properly observed 
if the world price were taken to be the price of foreign 
metal on the London Metal Exchange with the addition of 
import duty. The lead consumers have objected to this 
proposal on the ground that it would be harmful to the 
manufacturing trades using lead as material. There have 
also recently been complaints from consumers of both lead 
and zinc as to difficulty in obtaining assured supplies from 
the Empire and as to prices. 

In these circumstances, I should be glad if you would 
consider and report on the working of the present arrange- 
ments and make any recommendations that you may think 
advisable in the matter.

The total value of imports of merchandise (excluding 
bullion and specie) during the first six months of the cur- 
rent year was £7,046,528, as compared with £4,872,988 in 
the corresponding period of 1933. Merchandise valued at 
£1,380,021, or 19-5 per cent., came from the United King- 
dom, and £858,744, or 12-2 per cent., from Germany. Dur- 
ing the whole year 1933 the United Kingdom’s share of 
Palestine import trade was 17-53 per cent. and Germany’s 
share 10-73 per cent. 


The total value of merchandise (excluding bullion and 
specie, or re-exports and goods in transit) exported from 
Palestine during the first six months of 1934 was 
£P.2,458,919, as compared with £P.1,990,744 during the first 
six months of 1933. The United Kingdom’s share totalled 
£P.1,369,318 and that of Germany £P.589,135.

The British Commercial Secretary at Sofia states that, 
upon comparing foreign trade returns for the first nine 
months of 1934 and 1933, it is found that in 1934 the trade 
position deteriorated, especially in the sphere of export 
trade. The weight of imports is up by about 17,000 tons, 
but value of imports has declined by 45 million leva. This 
indicates a larger volume of supplies for industry and a 
further diminution in the volume of manufactured goods, 
Exports have increased as regards weight, but value has 
declined quite considerably. The balance of trade is, never- 
theless, favourable.

Export TRADE 


Exports to the amount of 314,011 tons, valued at 1,637 
million leva, were exported during the nine months ended 
September 30 last, as against 274,641 tons (1,964.2 million 
leva) during the corresponding period of 1933. Weight has, 
therefore, increased by 39,360 tons (14 per cent.), while 
value has fallen by 327-2 million leva (17 per cent.). Leaf 
tobacco, with a total of 550-4 million leva, represented 34 per 
cent. of the value of all exports, as against 904-3 million leva, 
or 46 per cent., respectively, during a like period of 1933. 
This heavy decline in tobacco exports is largely responsible 
for the general decline in export value of 17 per cent. This 
is attributed to the delay in completing the ‘‘ compensation 
deal.’”” Pending the conclusion of this ‘ deal,’’ the regular 
exports of tobacco to Germany and other countries partici- 
pating in it were interrupted. Shipment of old-crop tobaccos 
under the ‘compensation deal’’ agreement is now taking 
place and will help to redress very considerably the balance 
of trade during the ensuing two or three months of this 
year. 

A discomforting feature of the export situation is the 
continued decline in the export values of the principal com- 
modities, with the exception of haricot beans, live poultry 
and ‘‘kaskaval,” the prices of which have improved very 
slightly. 

An encouraging feature is the success which attended the 
efforts of grape exporters. Up to the end of September 
11,130 tons, valued at 76-2 million leva, had been exported, 
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as against 222 tons (two million leva) during a similar period 
of 1933; but, whereas the average price per kilogramme in 
1933 was 9-2 leva, this year it fell to 6-9. Wagon dispatches 
continued during October, and the total exports this season 
will be in the region of 21,000 tons.

THE 1933-34 RICE CROP

According to the report issued by the Department of 
Agriculture the B.E. year 2476 (1933-34) crop was a good 
one, the total outturn being higher than the average of 
the last ten years, though lower than that of the previous 
year. 

The total area planted in 1933-34 was 20,283,190 rai, 
which was 197,000 rai more than in 1932-33, and 1,912,807 
rai more than the average of the last decade. The total 
damage was 1,444,890 rai, showing an increase of 179,980 
rai as compared with the previous year, and a decrease of 
687,455 rai as against the average of the last ten years. 

The total outturn was 83,462,205 piculs of paddy, being 
1,811,205 piculs lower than in 1932-33, but higher than the 
average of the last ten years by 8,307,591 piculs. The average 
yield worked out at 4:43 piculs per rai. 


Tue New Crop 
According to telegraphic reports showing the conditions 
of the crop at the end of September, B.E. 2477 (1934), the 
area planted in 60 provinces was 18,109,000 rai, and the 
extent of damage 641,000 rai, as against 17, 555, 000 rai and 
576,900 rai, respectively, in the same period of last year.

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VALUE FOR DUTY OF NIGHTWEAR APPAREL 


With reference to Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 38771 of 
November, 1931, which fixed the value for duty of women’s, 
misses’ and junior dresses and pyjamas, and children’s 
dresses, wash suits and pyjamas, imported into Canada, 
and which was recently amended as indicated in the 
‘*B.T.J.”’ of October 11 (page 553), it should be noted that 
Supplement No. 2 to the Bulletin, issued on November 2, 
1934, by the Dominion Department of National Revenue, 
states that the provisions of the original Bulletin are not 
applicable to nightwear apparel. 


COOK ISLANDS

REVISED CUSTOMS DUTIES ON TOBACCO 


The “Straits Settlements Government Gazette’’ of 
November 23, 1934, contains a Notification (No. 2705) which 
provides for the following revised Customs duties on tobacco 
imported into Labuan.

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MALTA 
FOREIGN TEXTILE QUOTAS 


The Malta ‘‘ Goverment Gazette ’’ of December 7 contains 
a copy of a Proclamation made by the Governor of Malta, 
under Section 3 of the Importation of Textiles (Quotas) 
Ordinance, 1934, the text of which is reproduced below :— 


PROCLAMATION 


Availing myself of the powers vested in me by Section 3 
of the Importation of Textiles (Quotas) Ordinance, 1934, I 
do hereby fix the undermentioned quotas in respect of the 
period between January 1, 1935, and June 30, 1935, both 
dates inclusive, for the importation of textiles from the 
foreign countries indicated hereunder, that is, piece-goods 
containing 50 per cent. or more of cotton or of artificial 
silk or of cotton and artificial silk combined :— 


From Italy 752,000 yards. 
From each other fovilgn ‘eountty 45,000 yards.

NEW ZEALAND 


VALUE FOR DUTY OF UNASSEMBLED MOTOR 
VEHICLES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of Decem- 
ber 6 (pages 836 and 837) respecting the definition for the 
purposes of the New Zealand Customs Tariff of the term 
‘‘ completely knocked down ”’ or ‘‘ unassembled ”’ as applied 
to motor vehicles, H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington 
reports that he has received a communication in the follow- 
ing terms from the New Zealand Comptroller of Customs re- 
garding the basis of the value for duty of unassembled or 
completely knocked down motor vehicles : — 


‘The question has arisen as to the basis of the value for 
duty purposes of unassembled or completely knocked down 
motor vehicles. The basis of such value is the current 
domestic value of such goods when sold for cash in the 
ordinary course of business for home consumption in the 
principal markets of the country of export at the time of 
such export. 

Where, however, the goods are not so sold, the current 
domestic value thereof is determined by ascertaining— 


(1) The factory or works cost in the country of exporta- 
tion to New Zealand of the unassembled parts sent 
to New Zealand (not including, in the case of 
vehicles which have been set up and then dis- 
assembled in the country of export, the cost of such 
dis-assembly)—(say) £60. 


(2) The factory or works cost of the complete vehicle (in- 
cluding any extras to the standard equipment which 
may be sent to New Zealand) which is sold on the 
domestic market in the country from which the un- 
assembled (or completely knocked down) parts are 
exported to the Dominion and which is nearest in 
type to that which is to be completed here from the 
unassembled parts—(say) £80. 


(3) The current domestic value (in the country whence 
the unassembled parts are imported) of the com- 
plete vehicle with extras as mentioned in (2) above 
—(say) £100. 


The current domestic value for the purposes of ad valorem 
duty of the unassembled (or completely knocked down) parts 
would, in such case, be— 


60/80 of £100 = £75. 


It will, however, not be necessary that full details as set 
out above should be shown on invoices. 


In the case of unassembled or completely knocked down 
motor vehicles imported into New Zealand it will probably 
be necessary that the current domestic values shown on 
invoices be verified abroad by an Officer of this Department.* 
It is suggested, therefore, that with respect to such motor 
vehicles to be shipped from the United Kingdom, informa- 
tion should, as soon as possible, be supplied to this office 
showing the values at which the goods will be invoiced and 
entered. If it is so desired, there is no objection to such

NEWFOUNDLAND 
PREPAYMENT OF IMPORT DUTY ON ADVER- 
TISING MATTER, ETC., BY CUSTOMS STAMPS 


The following notice has been issued by the Newfoundland 
Customs Department with regard to the prepayment of 
import duty on advertising matter, etc., by Customs 
stamps : — 

(1) The revised Newfoundland Customs Tariff which be- 
comes effective on January 1, 1935, provides for a duty on 
Advertising Matter under Tariff Items 616 and 617, as 
follows : — 

616. Advertising matter, viz.: pamphlets, show cards, of 
other material than metal, catalogues, price lists, 
and calendars, etc.; chromos, chromotypes or like 
works having any advertising matter thereon, or 
attached thereto,

(2) The following articles are liable to duty under the 
foregoing Tariff items :—-Advertising pamphlets, advertising 
show cards, illustrated advertising periodicals; price books, 
catalogues and price lists; advertising calendars; patent 
medicine or other advertising circulars, fly sheets or 
pamphlets; advertising chromos, chromotypes, oleographs or 
like works produced by any process other than hand painting 
or drawing, and having any advertising or advertising 
matter printed, lithographed or stamped thereon, or 
attached thereto, including advertising bills, folders, and 
posters, or other similar artistic work lithographed, printed 
or stamped on paper or cardboard for business or advertising 
purposes. 


(8) To facilitate the clearance of advertising matter, 
Customs Duty Stamps, for the prepayment of import duties 
on advertising matter,can be obtained in one, three and five 
cents each on application to the Secretary for Customs, St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, or to the Secretary, High Commis- 
sioner for Newfoundland, 58, Victoria Street, London, 
§.W.1. 


(4) The duty stamps should be affixed to the reverse side 
of each package to the amount of duty payable on the same.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


NOTICE UNDER THE IMPORTATION OF 
TEXTILES (QUOTAS) ORDINANCE, 1934 


With reference to the notice published in the “ B.T.J.” 
of December 13 (page 869), H.M. Trade Commissioner at 
Singapore has informed the Board of Trade that by Notifica- 
tion No. 2783 published in the Straits Settlements Govern- 
ment Gazette Extraordinary, dated November 30, 1934, it 
was proclaimed that— 


‘‘ the total quantities of regulated textiles which may 
be imported during the period from the lst January, 
1935, to the 30th June, 1935, shall not exceed sixty per 
cent. of the amounts stated in the Proclamation dated 
13th November, 1934, and during the period Ist July, 
1935, to 3lst December, 1935, shall not exceed one 
hundred per cent. of the said amounts less any quantity 
imported during the first six months of the year.” 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


IMPORTATION OF HOG CASINGS 


Government Notice No. 1658, published in the ‘‘ Union 
Government Gazette ’’ of November 23 last, contains a copy 
of regulations which have been made under the Diseases of 
Stock Act, 1911, in respect of the introduction of hog casings 
into the Union. 


The regulations provide that hog casings imported into 
the Union are to be accompanied by a certificate, signed by 
an authorised officer of the country of origin, showing that 
the casings were taken from animals which received ante- 
and post-mortem inspection at the time of slaughter and 
were free from infectious disease, that the casings are clean 
and sound, were prepared and handled only in a sanitary 
manner, and were not subjected to contagion prior to ex- 
portation, and that they were kept in salt for a continuous 
period of at least six weeks before their consignment to the 
Union. 

The regulations further provide that hog casings which 
are not accompanied by a certificate as prescribed above are 
to be detained by the Customs Department at the Union 
port of entry for a period of four months, reckoned from the 
date of exportation from the country of origin.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (CERTAIN 
YARNS AND TISSUES) 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of December 25 contains a 
Decree, dated December 24 and effective on December 29, 
which alters the duties on certain yarns and tissues of silk, 
rayon or wool imported into Belgium and revises the tariff 
headings relating thereto, as shown below. The goods 
affected are not subject to the 15 per cent. surtax.

FRANCE AND ALGERIA 


LEGISLATION FOR THE CONTROL OF THE 
WHEAT MARKET MODIFIED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 25 contains 
a Law, dated December 24, which makes various modifica- 
tions in the measures laid down for the organisation and 
defence of the French wheat market by the Law of July 10, 
1933 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 20, 1933 (page 118) ), and 
subsequent measures. The new Law provides, inter alia, for 
the withdrawal of the fixed minimum selling price for wheat 
destined for human consumption, except in the case of 
certain wheat already in store, but minimum prices may be 
reintroduced by Decree. A permanent National Wheat 
Commission is to be set up to supervise the disposal of sur- 
plus stocks by direct purchase, denaturation and export. 
The production tax of 3 frs. per 100 kilogs. on wheat for the 
manufacture of flour for human consumption is applied to 
imported wheat.

If less than 85 per cent. is allotted to importers men- 
tioned under (a) above, the difference can be added by the 
Director of Economic Affairs to the allotment given to im- 
porters mentioned under (b) above or be set aside for alloca- 
tion under special permits. 


To importers mentioned under (a) and (b) above licences 
will be issued to import quantities which are in reasonable 
proportion to their interests in the importation of these 
goods, and therefrom will be deducted such quantities of 
coloured woven materials as have been imported by the im- 
porter concerned during the period between November 14 
and the date of coming into force of this Ordinance, viz., 
November 21. 


For the importation of materials mentioned under sub- 
headings (b) and (f) which are manufactured in the Nether- 
lands, permits to import at least 8,250 and 15 corges, 
respectively, will be issued. In the case of materials men- 
tioned under sub-head (d), permits will only be issued if 
the materials concerned are manufactured in the 
Netherlands.

AND PEARS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.”’ of February 15, 1934 (page 265), H.M. 
Minister at Oslo reports that the Norwegian Ministry of 
Finance and Customs have announced that the seasonal re. 
duction of the basic rate of duty on fresh apples and pears 
from 40 ore to 20 ore per kilogramme shall take effect from 
and including January 1, 1935.

SPAIN 


TRADE IN SILK 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for December 5 contains a 
Decree, dated December 4, regarding the trade in Spain, 
of silk and artificial silk. It provides that the use of the 
term “‘seda’’ (silk), or its equivalent in languages other 
than Spanish, is to be confined solely to yarns, threads, 
tissues, etc., composed of products or by-products of the 
silk worm, and which are not loaded beyond certain limits 
to be fixed. 


Every artificial fibre which might be confused with 
‘* silk ’’? must be described by its own name.

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years of , the date of publication of this Decree, the term 
“rayon”’ is to be substituted for the term "« artificial 
silk.”’ At the end of these two years the term ‘ rayon” 
will take the place of the term “artificial silk’ in regis- 
tered names, trade marks, etc. For articles containing a 
proportion of silk, the term ‘‘ seda mezclada ”’ (mixed silk) 
may be used, subject to certain reservations. 


Importers and manufacturers must, within six months, 
mark their goods with a Customs mark (marchamo) to be 
obtained from the ‘‘ Fomento de la Sericultura Nacional ”’ 
in order to avoid any confusion, in the retail trade, between 
“ silk’? and ‘‘ mixed silk.”’ 


A special tax is to be levied by the Customs on the impor- 
tation of the following goods, in order to control prices 
in Spain :— 

Tariff No. 
1279 Silk cocoons and waste thereof. 
1282-3 Silk yarn, unbleached, twisted or not. 


1284 Silk yarn, boiled, bleached or dyed, twisted or 
not. 


The rate of this tax is to be fixed quarterly, depending on 
the price of silk cocoons and yarn in the open market; it 
is to be sufficient to ensure that the price of silk yarn of 
ordinary quality is never less than 55 pesetas per kilog. 
For the time being the rate of the tax is 20 pesetas per 
kilog. for Tariff Nos. 1282-4 and a proportionate amount 
for Tariff No. 1279. 


REDUCTION OF DUTIES (TREATY WITH 
NETHERLANDS) 


The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Spain 
and the Netherlands which was signed at Madrid on June 16 
last and entered into force on December 15 provides, inter 
alia, for the reduction of the Spanish Customs duties on 
certain goods of Dutch origin.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘ Feuille Officielle Suisse du Commerce ’’ of Decem- 
ber 19 contains an Announcement concerning Swiss import 
quotas for 1935. 


Transitory Measures.—Permits already delivered will not 
be valid after December 31, 1934, but may be accepted by 
Customs Houses until January 6, provided that they concern 
goods placed under Customs control not later than Decem- 
ber 31. Goods in bond or in free ports cleared on or after 
January 1, 1935, must be accompanied by an import permit 
valid for the year 1935. No permit will be delivered in 
respect of the 1934 quota for goods to be imported in 1935. 
The transfer of unused permits or quotas for 1934 to 1935 
cannot be considered. The additional quotas to which im- 
porters are entitled on the basis of purchases of Swiss goods 
will be made subject to special regulations to be communi- 
cated by the Swiss Import Section to the importers 
concerned. 


Application of the Quota System in 1935.—During 1935, 
the basic years on which individual quotas are calculated 
will, in principle, remain unchanged, but the licensing 
authorities reserve the right to alter the amount of the 
quota in the course of the year. In cases where importers 
can only lay claim to quotas on furnishing proof of pur- 
chases effected in Switzerland, they must enquire of the 
Swiss Import Section as to the quantities and the origin 
of the goods which they will be allowed to import before 
placing orders abroad. The same procedure must be fol- 
lowed in the case of special or additional quotas allotted in 
respect of purchases of Swiss goods. Importers who, for 
special reasons, were allotted special quotas in 1934 have no 
claim to similar treatment in 1935. Each case will be 
subject to a fresh examination. Quotas will, in principle, be 
allotted quarterly, and they must be used, in the first place, 
for the importation of goods not produced i in Switzerland. 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ”? of December 29 contains a 
Decree, dated December 26 and effective on January 1, 
which provides that a licence must be obtained from the 
Department of Public Economy for the import of the fol- 
lowing classes of goods into Switzerland from any country :—

New British Standard Specifications for Joinery. 

The Building Division of the British Standards Institution 
has now completed and issued three new British Standard 
Specifications for Joinery Units, covering Wooden Gates, 
B.S.8. No. 583, Wood Mouldings, B.8.S. No. 584, and Wooden 
Stairs, B.S.S. No. 585. 

These specifications, which have been prepared by a fully 
representative Committee, will be welcomed by architects, 
builders, surveyors, makers of manufactured joinery and car- 
penters and joiners alike. 

The Specifications for Stairs and Gates are of a general 
nature providing for requirements as to quality of timber, 
dimensions of materials and constructional details and finish. 

The Specification for Wood Mouldings includes in addition, 
a series of British Standard suites of Architraves, Picture 
Rails, Dado ‘Rails and Skirtings so designed that when as- 
sembled they will be in harmony with one another. In this 
work the R.I.B.A. have taken a very active part and have 
rendered extremely valuable assistance in the preparation of 
these Standards. 

Moisture content limits are laid down in each of the specifi- 
cations, the requirements having been based on the result of 
tests made on timber taken from actual manufacturing stock. 

Copies of these three new Specifications (Nos. 583, 584 and 
585-1934) may be obtained from the British Standards Institu- 
tion (Publications Department), 28, Victoria Street, 8.W.1, 
price 2s.
